‘wears a long Scarlet Veit, lin’d with Fur, after the 
+ Turkith Mode, a Cane, a Sword, a Peruke, and a 
«Hat of the French Fafhion. His Retinue confifts of 
‘12 Perfons, viz. an Officer, who has the Title of 
‘ Lieutenant Colonel, a Secretary, a Steward, a Major- 
‘domo, a Chaplain, a Cook, 3 Negro Slaves, and 4 
‘other Domefticks. He has put 10 Cannon afhore, 6 
‘ofwhich are the largeft Bore, and the other 4 {maller, 
‘befides 1000 Musquet Barrels net mounted, and 
‘2000 mounted, 2000 Pair of Shoes, a Number of 
‘Coffres, Casks of Butter, and other Provifions, and 
‘a great Number of little Trunks full of Gold and 
‘Silver Species; another larger Trunk plated with 
‘Tron, which is full of Quarter Chequins, Half Che- 
‘quins, and whole Chequins of Barbary Money. I 
‘have feen fome of them, and fhewed them to a French 
‘Captain, who affured me that they are really the 
‘Coin of Barbary. °Tis reckoned, that the whole 
‘Sum amounts to 2 Milions of Pieces of Eight. The 
‘Gentleman affumes the Name of Theodore. Some 
‘ make him to be the Son of a King, others an Englifh 
‘Lord, and fome fay he is Prince Ragotski; but this 
‘however is certain, that he goes to Mafs, and fre- 
‘ quents the Sacraments of the Church. 
* The Leaders of the Rebels, when informed of his 
‘ Arrival, went to the Coaft to receive him, and gave 
‘him the Titles of Excellency and Vice Roy of the Ifland. 
“He has made 4 of them Colonels, with an Appoint- 
‘ment to each of 100 Pieces of Eight per Month. He 
‘is raifing 24 Companies, and gives to each of the 
‘Captains 11 Pieces of Eight for this Month, but when 
‘it is expired, and their Companies completed, he 
‘will give them 25. 
‘He has eftablifhed his Refidence in the Palace of 
‘ Bifhop Mari, in the Country of Cervione, at a Place 
‘called Campo l’Oro. Two Pieces of Cannon are 
‘ planted before his Palace, and he has 400 Men pofted 
‘in the Bifhop’s Cloyfters for his Guard. His Service 
‘for the Table is all of Plate. - He gives te the-Gorfi- 
‘tanswho have no Fire Arms, a Musket Barrel, a 
‘ Chequin to get it mounted, and a Pair of Shoes. They 
‘ fay, that, about the 4th of next Month, he expects 6, 
‘of not 10 Men of War more, and that he will 
‘fhortly change his Refidence, and remove to the 
‘Country of Penta, in the Neighbourhood of San 
'Fellegrino, which is but 18 Miles from hence. It 
looks as if he had a Defign upon one of thefe two 
Towns ; but which he will begin with, God knows, 
¢ fear it will be this, and that he will befiege. it 
by Land and Sea. In fhort, the Affairs of the 
oefe are in a very bad Plight; and if the Men of 
‘War arrive which are e by this incognito 
Gentleman, ’tis to be feared that the wile Kingdom 
will throw off the Yoke of the Rep . Send me

Edinbargh, April 19. 
By Order of the Magiftrates of Edinburgh. 


Arious Accounts having been given of the melan- 
choly Event that happened at the Execution of 
Andrew Wilfon, upon Wednefday laft the 14th of 
April Inftant : In order to fatisfy the World as far as 
we can, we thought proper to publifh the following 
Account of it; Part of which we had Accefs to witnelfs, 
and partly what clearly appears by Declarations emitted 
before us. 

When the Criminal was thrown over, the Magiftrates 
(according to Cuftom) retired to a Publick Houfe near 
the Place of Execution. Hitherto there was no Ap- 
pearance of any Tumult, nor till the Executioner was 
zbout to cut him down, when fome idle Perions threw 
a few Stonesat him, fome of which falling among the 
City Guard, that Day commanded by Captain Porteous ; 
whereupon he, in an unwarrantable and barbarous Man- 
ner, firit difcharged his own Piece among the Speétators, 
and at the fame time ordered his Guard to fire in like 
manner, ufing thefe Words, Fire! DPuggurs, and be 
damn'd! without the leaft Orders from the Magiftrates, 
whe were then attending, and from whom he fhould 
have received his Orders. The Magiftrates, Minifters, 
and Conftables, being ftationed in the firft Story of a 
Houle to the Street, were themielves in Danger of being 
killed, a Ball having grazed on the Side of the Window 
where they ftood (but this was not known till fome 
Time after.) A dropping Fire continued for fome time, 
but the Firing being over, the Magiitrates were put into 
a great Coniternation, upon fome Perfons coming to 
them, and informing that feveral dead Bodies lay on the 
Streets: Upon this, one of the Magiilrates flying to 
the Window, found the Isformation but too true, and 
inftantly calling for his Officers, (to give the neceflary 
Orders for immediate Affiftance) to his great Surprize, 
they were all removed; andthe Guard was now march- 
ing off. -One of the Magiftrates immediately repaired 
to a Tavern in the Lawn-market, where the Lord 
Provoft and fome of the Council were attending, to 
give proper Orders to the Detachment of the Royal 
Welth Fuziliers pofted before them ; to whom he gave 
Account of this difmal Scene. Hereupon Captain Por- 
teous was ordered forthwith to attend the Magiltrates 
in the Borough-Room, when they proceeded to an Ex- 
amination of what had pafled, and have ever fince been 
clofely employ’d in taking the Preeognition, in order to 
do all Juftice to the Injur’d, fo far as is in their Power. 
That Night, upon the Declarations emitted before 
them, the Lord Provoft committed the Captain to clofe 
Prifon (tho’ he denied he had either fired himfelf, or 
iven Orders to his Guard to fire) until his Trial for 
Life in due Courfe of Law. Next Day 15 Centinels of 
the Guard were committed, to the fame Effect, it ap- 

ing clearly, after a careful Examination of all the 
Firelocks of the Party, that they were the Perfons who 
difcharged their Pieces. The above Narration is at-

till, upon the Multitude’s retiring, we perceived feveral 
Perfons lying dead on the Streets, which exceedingly 
{urprized and affeéted both us and the Magiliraces, who 
had given no Orders for Firing.

the Country. ‘There are alfo others in Town wounded, 
who rather incline to put up with their Misfortunes, 
than, by publifhing the fame, alarm their Friencs. 

Lhe Names of thofe of the City Guard committed, 
are, in the City Gaol, Matthew Buckles, John Leily, 

Robert Brown,. John Kettle, David Gilchrit, Andrew 
Tod, and john Paterfon for Prewarication. ‘Sentto the 
Cannongate Tolbooth, Frank Williashs, William Hun- 
ter, James Allan, Andrew Macklefreith, George Ro- 
bifon, Archibald Campbell, William Gun. Mott 
of whom we hear have declared, they had not the 
Word of Command to Fire: And, indeed, if upon the 
Proot it fhould come out that the Word was G 
d—- , why don’tye fire! it might be pled for them, 
that their Declaration is in fome Meafure true, there 
being no fuch Word of Command authorifed by the 
Martial Law ; and it will at the fame time ferve to thew 
what vaft Improvements our Captain had made in that 
Difcipling. What Excefs of brotherly Love have we 
here! Thefe Creatures, it feems, to icreen their Cap- 
tain, will expofe themfelves to the Punifhment he juilly 
deferves. 

And, indeed, from what has been faid on this difmal 
Subject, there is but too good Ground to athrm that 
Captain Porteous did nothing on this Occafion but what 
he had premeditated ; For to what good Purpofe elfe 
was this fo early Precaution in ordering his Detachment 
to lead with Ball and Slug Shot, before they marched 
from the Guard. ‘This, was unprecedented, and for 
which he will not pretend Orders. At the fame time 
the Body of General Sabine’s Regiment had no fuch 
Orders ; nor was one of their Pieces loaded till after 
hearing repeated Firings, and that feveral dead Bodies 
lay on theSpot ; then indeed their Officers ordered them 
to load, which they did in Sight of fome thoufand 
Spectators. 

None of the wounded Perfons, as in our laft, were 
dead laft Night; tho’ moft of them are in fnch Agony, 
that their Death would be great Satisfaction to their 
Relations. 

P. S. Mr. Ballantine died this Morning ; he had left 
the School of Dalkeith fome time, and was about to
